TEST FOR FINENESS OF PIGMENT 
PARTICLES.

Paint manufacturers 


the need for some method of 


determining whether the deliveries of 
dry pigments were of the same degree 
of fineness as the sample submitted as 


a basis for purchasing. If the deliv 
ery proves to be materially coarser 
than the sample, the cost of grinding 
is so greatly increased that the pur 
chase price, in effect, becomes much 
higher. Up to two years ago, the fin- 
est screen available was one of 200 
mesh, but this is not fine enough to 
prevent the passage of particles of 
pigment so coarse that they do not re 


quire further grinding in order to re 
duce them to the proper size to make 
a satisfactory paint The necessity 
for establishing proper standards and 
some method for rapidly determining 
whether the purchased dry pigment 
corresponded with the submitted sam- 
ple was so apparent to two chemists 
connected With one of the large paint 


manufacturing plants that they began 
a series of experiments some two 
years ago, to endeavor to find some

year. Seeding will start in earnest next 
week if the weather holds favorable and a

Lime-Sulphur Solution as Insecticide. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 7, 1915. 
There has been issued by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture a bulletin on the sub- 
ject of ‘home made lime-sulphur concen- 
trate."’ The object of this bulletin is to 
encourage orchardists in the preparation 
of lime-sulphur concentrate for use as a 
spray material. 
So much of this bulletin shows the char- 
acter of the ingredients and preparations,

The 50-100-50 formula, meaning 50 pounds of 
lime, 100 pounds of sulphur and water to make 
50 gallons of the concentrated solution, has 
generally been recommended for the prepara- 
tion of home-boiled concentrated lime-sulphur 
solution. A good grade of fresh limestone, 
containing not less than 90 per cent. calcium 
oxid, is necessary for the best results. Hydrated 
lime is sometimes used, but it is necessary to 
obtain a good grade, and at least 20 per cent. 
more of this form of lime, as it contains a 
high percentage of moisture. 

A highly concentrated solution may be made, 
continues the bulletin, by using the lime and 
sulphur at the ratio of 1 to 2, but with reduced 
quantities of water. The formula used in some 
of the commercial lime-sulphur manufacturing 
plants is 80 pounds of fresh stone-lime, 160 
pounds of commercial ground sulphur, and 
water to make 50 gallons of the finished prod- 
uct. Solutions prepared by this formula should 
test on an average 33 to 34 degrees Baume, ag 
explained above, and there is about 50 per 
cent. in volume of sludge after allowing the 
solution to settle for twenty-four hours. There 
is only about 5 per cent. to 10 per cent. in 
volume of insoluble materials. 

Commercial ground sulphur may be purchased 
in car lots for about $1.50 per 100 pounds, and 
lime at about 60 cents per barrel, making the 
cost of the highly concentrated solution, esti- 
mating labor and fuel at 70 cents, about $3.30 
per barrel of 50 gallons. This does not include 
wear on outfit and cost of containers for stor- 
ing. At the prices of the ingredients men- 
tioned above, the high test concentrate would 
cost about 98 cents more per barrel than the 
low test concentrate made by the 50-100-50 
formula.

LINSEED OIL. 

The oil market has 
throughout the week and prices have 
hardened almost daily. At the 
ginning of the week it was possible to 
do 62c. on car lots, while at the close 
the open quotation was 65c. The latter 
figure was not absolutely firm and it 
is probable that on desirable business 
64144c. could be done, but the best figure 
for car lots openly quoted was 65c. In- 
quiry for oil was in evidence at all 
times and the strong tone to the mar- 
ket induced many consumers to take 
on supplies. Spot quotations apply in 
some cases to shipment through June 
and from that time forward crushers 
are adding carrying charges of one- 
half cent per gallon for each month. 
The ostensible reason for the advance 
in oil values is found in the sharp rise 
in Argentine seed. At the close last 
week on Friday the May option at 
Buenos Aires was quoted at $1.18% per 
bushel and the opening price yesterday 
was $1.27% per bushel. It has been 
evident for some time that crushers 
were regulating oil prices by the price 
of Argentine seed and not by the 
prices quoted in the Duluth market. 
Hence it is logical that an advance of 
9%4c. per bushel in the price of Argen- 
tine seed within a week should have 
a strengthening effect upon domestic 
oil markets. 

In addition to the advance in seed, 
bullish significance is attached to pre- 
liminary reports about the size of the 
flax acreage in Canada and the North- 
west for the coming season. Of course, 
these reports are premature since seed- 
ing has made little progress as yet, but 
they are based on present indications, 
and are credited to an extent to make 
them market factors. The London and 
Hull markets were higher this week, 
which is surprising in view of the fact 
that exports to Holland will be cur- 
tailed, but increased buying for home 
account, combined with higher markets 
for seed, explain this condition. The 
Amsterdam market was weak a few 
days ago because of large stocks re- 
ceived from England, but since then 
the market has been steady. 

The Argentine continues to ship seed 
regularly to the United States, and such 
shipments this week amounted to 585,- 
000 bushels. Argentine shipments to 
Europe were 848,000 bushels. Good de- 
mand in the Argentine markets, to- 
gether with the fact that holders are 
slow in letting go of their stocks, has 
created a firm market, and accounts 
for the higher levels reached this week. 
The amount of India seed coming for- 
ward is comparatively small, and this 
makes it necessary for Europe to draw 
more heavily upon Argentine supplies. 
The Duluth and Winnipeg markets are 
largely nominal, and for the time being 
are unimportant. Reports on the West- 
ern, Canadian and Buenos Aires mar-

Linseed Cake and Meal. 


Some reports of improvement in the 
cake market have been heard this week, 
but they are hardly founded on facts. 
It is true that sales of comparatively 
small lots have been made at compara- 
tively high prices. Up to $30 per ton 
is said to have been paid, but if holders 
of cake were to offer large lots on the 
market it would be difficult to find a 
buyer. Taking foreign consuming mar- 
kets as a basis and allowing for trans- 
portation and other charges, values for 
cake at New York figure out around 
$23 per ton. Prominent factors in tie 
local trade place $23@25 per ton as a 
fair quotation. Meal has soldin a small 
way with values around $27 per ton. 


COTTONSEED OIL. 

Attempts to force cottonseed oil 
prices to a higher level in the face of 
conditions considered bearish by sev- 
eral prominent authorities resulted in 
failure during the interval. On the 
other hand, the bulls were pretty well 
routed, and at the close heavy net de- 
clines were noted in all the active ship- 
ments. While the ebb and flow of 
speculative activities have resulted in 
creating artificial strength on several 


occasions, there is nothing bullish in 
the market when conditions are ana- 
lyzed beneath the surface.

barrels. Allowing 850,000 barrels for 
the season’s exports, which is consid- 
ered a maximum amount by several 


traders, the total consumption might 


be figured at 3,450,000 barrels. There 
are many who believe that the domes- 
tic consumption at home will be under 
the figure named, but even at best it 
looks as though the carry-over would 
exceed any amount ever known in the 
history of the trade Rotterdam is our 
only important export outlet at’ the 
present time Much stress has been 
laid on a reduced cotton acreage this 
year. It is stated tl the old cotton 
acreage in the Southwest will be re- 
duced by some 15 per cent. and that 
corn will be substituted. On the other 
hand there are large tracts of new 
ground being opened in Texas where 
cotton will be planted and where fer- 
tilizer will not be needed. This ac- 
counts for a part, at least, of the re- 
duced sales of fertilizing material. In 
some parts of the Southeast increased 
cotton acreage is reported and it is the 
opinion of several of the best posted 
local cotton oil interests that no ma- 


terial reduction in the cotton areas wil! 


be realized. 

An important feature from a con- 
suming point of view like in the fact 
that there is a greatet mount of low- 
class labor idle this year than ever be 
fore This is true, particularly with 
the foreign element, and it is this class 
that use cottonseed oil Large whole- 
sale grocers complain about the meager 
sales of oil to the consuming trade,

There are enormous lard stocks in 
the West, supplies showing an increase 
of approximately 34,000 tierces in April 
The lard market ! vous, with pack- 
ers liberal sellers on any firm = spots. 
The big compound makers are not sell- 
ing their product in maner which in- 
sures confidence in prices Soap mak- 
ers are said to le vered with heavy 
supplies, particularly the large inter- 
ests. Eastport is a slow buyer for sar- 
dini packing, because the catch of fish 
is small off the New England coast. 

The relatively high premiums of the 
forward months over the May = ship- 
ment have led to purchases of May 
against sales of the July forwards. This 
is accountable for the initial strength 
of May under the enormous deliveries 
of oil. The amount of oil in storage 
is said to be the greatest ever known. 
Refiners have bought bleachable oil in 
Texas and sold to the local refined oil 
futures against it at a favorable dif- 
ferential. 

The crushing season is about over in 
the Southeast and only scattered of- 
ferings were noted during the week. 
Crushers are still crushing at points in 
Texas, however, and it is believed that 
considerable crude oil is held by specu- 
lators in the Southwest. Below are 
closing telegrams from important 
crushing sections in the South.

SPIRITS OF TURPENTINE.—Final 
figures for pure spirits of turpentine 
record a net advance of one-half 
a gallon for the week. At the outset 
49c. was paid, but competition increased 
later and this, combined with a slight- 
ly easier feeling in the South, caused 
a reaction to 48%c. Trading has not 
been of extensive character, and a fea- 
ture to the market has been a con- 
tinuance of the scarcity of spot offer- 
ings. As before stated, steamship com- 
panies are giving a preference to per- 
ishable goods and dealers are experi- 
encing difficulty in getting supplies 
here. The local inquiry is said to be 
chiefly for small lots and business in 
jobbing parcels is fairly active. A small 
increase in receipts is noted in the 
South, and the absence of heavy ship- 
ments has allowed an expansion in the 
visible supply. Turpentine shipments 
for the week at Savannah’ were 
678 barrels. Receipts were 2,114. Stocks 
at the close were 20,947 barrels, against

grades of tar. Business in small lots 


is embracing the usual proportions in- 
cident to this period of the year and 
local stocks appear to be well controlled 
by dealers.

COD OIL.—Very little cod oil at pri- 
mary centers remains unsold and the 
market ruled firm throughout the 
week.

It was reported that some of the fac- 
tories were willing to consider bids on 
forward shipments, providing that the 
oil is produced at prices close to 35c. 
per gallon, but buyers showed little 
interest. About 100 barrels of menha- 
den were caught last week in the nets 
off Promised Land, Long Island. No 
fishing has yet been attempted on a 
large scale. With competing oils 
strong holders of pressed menhaden oil 
held out for full prices. At the close 
leading jobbers were asking on the 
basis of 39c. for the brown strained, 
40c. for the light strained, 42c. for the 
yellow bleached and 44c. for the white 
bleached. 

HERRING OIL.—Fishing in the 
Chesapeake Bay district again was 
good. Herring oil was offered to New 
York dealers on the basis of 351%4c. per 
gallon f, o. b. Baltimore. 

NEATSFOOT OIL.—There was a 
moderate demand for the _ higher 
grades, and prices ruled steady. Twen- 
ty-degree cold test closed at 93%@94c. 
per gallon, with the 30-degree cold test 
at 86@8S8c., the 40-degree cold test at 
80@82c., and the prime at 62@64c. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 


Chicago, May 6, 1915. 
The market for neatsfoot oil at Chicago re 
mained rather quiet and devoid of new fea- 
ture during the week. Buyers who have been 


in the market right along took the usual quan- 





tities and handlers experienced no difficulty 
in meeting their demands. This condition 
caused prices to hold at late ruling levels. 
Quotations:—Pure 30 deg cold test neéeats- 
foot oil, 90c. a gallon; No. 1, 55c. a gallon. 
Tallow oils ruled quiet and unchanged, the

pound, as to quantity. Sales of small 
parcels were noted at the outside fig- 
ure. Elaine closed at 5% @5%c. per 
pound. 

STEARIC ACID.—There was a good 
inquiry for the higher grades of stearic 
acid, and prices were well maintained 
in all quarters. Triple pressed stearic 
acid was scarce on the spot, and hold- 
ers were asking from 13%c. to l4c. per 


pound. For the double pressed the 
nominal price was 12c.y with single 


pressed at 11%c. per pound. 

SOD OIL.—Demand was reported as 
quiet and with offerings for shipment 
liberal the undertone was easy. There 
were sellers of good quality sod oil ‘‘to 
arrive’ on the basis of 5c. per pound. 

SPERM OIL.—Trading in crude 
sperm oil was quiet and prices were 
nominal. There was a moderate call 
for the refined grades, and jobbing 
prices were repeated at 65@70c. per 
gallon, as to quality. 

WHALE OIL.—Offerings were 
and prices for all grades of 
whale oil were nominal. 
prevailed in the market for refined 
grades. Prices ranged from 48c. to 
56c, per gallon, as to quality. 

SEAL OIL.—There was very little 
inquiry for seal oil in a jobbing way 
and prices were nominal, ranging from 
50c. to 56c. per gallon, as to quantity. 

TALLOW OIL.—Demand was dull, 
but with raw materials showing little 
change prices were steady on the basis 
of 62c. per gallon for the acidless.

BUENOS AIRES FLAX MARKET.

Government Pipe Line Inquiry. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, May 7, 1915. 

The fact that when Congress ordered 
an investigation into the question whether 
it would be desirable for the government 
to establish a pipe line out of the Okla- 
home oil fields to the Gulf in the interests 
of supplying fuel oil for the navy, it did 
not specify any particular time when such 
report should be completed, makes it 
doubtful when such report is to be Sent 


to Congress. Before the adjournment of 
the winter session of Congress intimations 
were given by Indian Commissioner Sells 
that a report probably would be completed 
and ready to submit to Congress before 
the adjournment. This not having been 
done, it is certain that no public State- 
ment will be made regarding the charac- 
ter of the report before the session of 
Congress opening in December, because 
the report is to be made to Congress and 


will not be made public umtil filed with 
that body. 
It is understood that Commissioner Sells 


and the naval officer who was assigned to 
participate in the invesctigation have com- 
pleted their examination into the matter 
and there are intimations that the report 
will leave the matter open to a decision 
by Congress, without any specific recom- 
mendation by the investigators as to the 
wisdom of establishing such pipe line. In 
fact, it is claimed that the report which 
will be made to Congress will leave the 
matier of determining whether there is 
any monopoly at the present time in the 
pipe line transportation from the Okla- 
homa fields to the Gulf for Congress to 
decide, with the intimation by the inves- 
tigators that if a monopoly does exist in 
this transportation that it would be wise 
for the government to establish such pipe 
line. It is also to be made clear that such 
pipe line would be an expensive undertak- 
ing, considering the amount of fuel which 
the government would utilize for its naval 
vessels.

Plans for British Dye Industry Exclude 
German Goods. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, May 7, 1915. 

Elaborate details of the plans adopted 
by the British Government in co-operation 
with British industries to relieve the sit- 
uation so far as suppiies of dyestuffs for 
the United Kingdom are concerned have 
set forth in a report prepared for the 
Commerce Department by Commercial 
Agent Thomas H. Norton. 

The special feature of interest to Amer- 
can producers and consumers of dye- 
stuffs in this resume by Dr. Norton, is 
the reference he makes to the protec- 
tion demanded by the prospective dye- 
stuffs industry in Great Britain against 
German competition at the end of the 
existing war. This feature of Dr. Nor- 
ton’s statement is as follows:— 

From the very cutset it has been 
ognized that the chief aouty lies in 
the certainty that after the restoration 
of normal business relations between Eu- 
ropean countries the German color in- 
dustry will hesitate at no measures to 
regain its past supremacy in the world’s 
trade in artificial dyestuffs. A protec- 
tive tariff is claimed by some as offer- 
ing adequate means of defense and 
warranted under the circumstances. The 
majority feel that it would not suffice: 
that more radical weapons are absolutely 
essential.

The only measure is 
total exclusion of German dyes. Even yet 
we are blind to methods of German commerce 
German manufacturers, backed by the whole 
power of the German State, will undersell our 
producers of dyestuffs, secure the whole mar- 
ket and thus establish a monopoly. That has 
been their policy in the past; it will be their 
policy in the future Let us be warned in 
time. There is ample chemical talent in this 
country, both scientific and technical. Every 
chemist is anxious to serve his country. What 
is needed is to call together a council of 
chemists, ask for their collaboration in inves 
tigation and for their advice. Also it should 
be announced that it is intended to exclude 
absolutely the importation of all German dyes, 
and capital will flow in. 

Any other policy is shortsighted, The Ger- 
man chemical industry is worked as a huge 
trust, backed by the whole power of the Ger- 
man State. The French and the Russians are 
seriously considering this policy of exclusion; 
and if Britain still permits imports this will be 
the dumping ground of all Germany’s chem- 
ical products until, competition being stran- 
gled, we shall have to pay exorbitantly for all 
manufactured articles imported. 

Other British authorities are quoted to a 
like import. 

In connection with the review 
Dr. Norton makes of the plans in prog- 
ress in Great Britain mention is made 
of the proposed British loans of ap- 
proximately $7,300,000 in a capitalization of 
$9,733,000 for the proposed dyestuffs in- 
dustry. Suggestions are also made of 
plans to cover only the use of British 
textile workers of British-made dyes and 
in addition to this the British Govern- 
ment appropriates $50,000 annually for 
studes of dyestuff problems. The first 
issue of stock for the new enterprise is 
to aggregate $4,866,000. 

The basis of the British plan, as is 
indicated by Dr. Norton’s review, is to 
make Great Britain independent of for- 
eign nations in respect to dyestuffs.

Saturday Noon, May 8, 1915. 


The crude market has remained on a 
Stationary basis during the week and 
the only development of particular in- 
terest has been the report of field 
operations for April. The record for 
the Pennsylvania, Lima, Indiana, 
Central Ohio, Kentucky, Illinois, Kan- 
sas-Oklahoma and Texas-Louisiana 
fields shows a material increase in 
completions as well as new reproduc- 


tion. The total of riggs up end wells 

drilling at the close of April, however, 

show a slight loss from that of clos- 

ing day of March.

Returns for the week in review from 
the Eastern fields show a decline in 
completions but a gain in new produc- 
tions. There were 115 completions, 
1,580 barrels of new daily production 
and 50 dry holes, as against 138 com- 
pletions, 1,460 barrels of new daily pro- 
duction and 64 dry holes for the former 
week. The principal loss in comple- 
tions for the current week was in West 
Virginia, although its new daily produc- 
tion was considerably larger. Con- 
tributing chiefly to this gain was a 
completion in Harrison county, which 
was credited with coming in at 350 
barrels the first twenty-four hours, the 
best completion in the district during 
the last six months. Interest in the 
strike was all the more keen, as the 
district had furnished principally gas 
wells. The few oil wells were of light 


capacity. 
soon on 


The late completion was 
the decline from its initial 
capacity. According to a late report, 
it had fallen to 160 barrels. Several 
important tests are still in progress in 
the Cabin Creek district of Kanawha 
county, about the only section that 
holds any promise for the development 
of a pool of consequence. 

A wild cat well two and one-half 
miles southeast of the old Beech Bot- 
tom pool of Brook county came in with 
considerable gas pressure and was re- 
ported to be spraying some oil, indicat- 


ing that it might be on the edge of a 
pool. A strike in Roane county show- 
ing a light capacity was regarded as 
marking a possible western extension 
of the Old Clover field on Spring 
Creek. 

There has been an unconfirmed re- 
port of the drilling of a 400-barrel 
well in the Wooster, Ohio, field. An 
interesting completion in Perry town- 


ship, Monroe county, has been reported 
in a light pumper one-half mile south 
of production in the Woodsfield district. 
Development work in the deep sand 


territory in Southeastern Ohio has de- 
clined with scant prospects for a re- 
vival of drilling interests. Preparations 
in the Lime fields of Northwestern 
Ohio and Indiana have settled in to a 
wholly perfunctory . state. Develop- 
ment work in Illinois is almost of the 
same character and the week's re- 
turns show a heavy loss in comple- 


tions and new production. 

Kentucky advices note keener inter- 
est in experimental operations chiefly in 
Warren, Edmonson and Allen counties. 
In the older fields there has been little 
increase in new work, as the average 
size of completions offers little induce- 
ment at the present level of the crude 
market. Of late results the best strike 
was a 20-barrel well in Wayne county. 


The principal development in the 
mid-continent field has been the an- 
nouncement by the Prairie Pipe Line 


Company that it will take 70 per cent. 
of production along its lines going north 
and 60 per cent. along its southern 
lines. This is regarded as caring for 
practically all the oil outside of Cush- 
ing. This anouncement is believed to 
operate in clearing some of the uncer- 
tainties of transportation. Our corre- 
spondent writes that there has been a 
false impression raised whereby hopes 
are centered in a recovery of the crude 
market. This improvement, he states, 
cannot be depended upon until the 
present over-production is_ relieved. 
There has been a change in the opinion 


as to Cushing conditions, as late de- 
velopments indicate that the field is 
not declining as rapidly as had been 
supposed. New wells have restored the 
daily yield at Cushing to 275,000 bar- 
rels. Pipe line facilities are being 
steadily increased, but this in itself 


should not be construed as a factor of 
basic encouragement. The question of 
prospective supplies of Cushing oils is 
still the occasion of more or less con- 
cern on the part of the refiners who

der way It would only be a few miles to ex 
tend this line to the new 1,600-acre tract, just 
purchased by Mr. Cullinan, which would make 
an ideal refinery site, affording deep water 
transportation for vessel shipments of crude 
and refinery products. The presence of three 
of the Spellacy brothers in Houston for the 
past week, who are in daily conference with 
Mr. Cullinan, lends some strength to the rumor 
that the Spellacy interests in Mexico wil] be 
connected with the new Cullinan organization. 
The brothers who are here are Hon. Timothy 
Spellacy of California, special adviser of the 
Secretary of the Interior, Franklin Lane; 
Simon Spellacy and Mike Spellacy, both of 
Tampico, Mexico The Farmers’ Petroleum 


Company began running oil through their own 
line from Humble on May 1. Heretofore they 
had been selling to the Texas Company. In 
the future this company will probably become 


a buyer of crude instead of a seller. 
For some time production at Humble has 
been held back for a lack of transportation and 


storage. The Texas Company has added over 
500,000 barrels of new storage at Humble, but 
could not keep ahead of production. It is now 


building an 8-inch line from the field to Neder- 
land, near Port Arthur, a distance of eighty- 
five miles. This will make the third line for 
the Texas Company from Humble to Nederland, 






via Sour Lake. The other two are 6-inch 
When completed, together with the Farmers’ 
8-inch line, there will be ample provision to 
care for all the oil in the Humble field. This 
will mean the rapid development of the Steven 
son lease, a 517-acre tract divided into 25-acre 






blocks owned alternately by the Producers’ and 
the Farmers’ Petroleum Company For some 
time they have had an agreement not to com- 
plete any more wells until there was ample 
pipe line and storage facilities. Under this 
agreement they drilled several wells to the 
sand and then shut them down. They will 
be completed now. 

Since the report that the ‘‘head is off at 
Cushing for sure this time,’’ there has been 
a stiffening in contract prices for crude at the 
wells in most of the Gulf Coast districts 
Within the last week there has been an ad- 
vance of 10 cents a barrel offered for Humble 
green and 5 cents a barrel for crude in nearly 
all the other districts. Contracts are for three, 
six or nine-months periods, and in some cases 


for a year. So far most of the producers have 


not signed for :more than three months, some 
of them refusing to tie themselves up at all, 
believing that prices will advance rapidly with 
in the next three months. Gasoline prices

Cigar Stores Merger. 


Protests against the carrying out of 
ihe contemplated merger of the Riker & 
llegeman Company and the United Cigar 
Stores Company of America, semi-official 
announcement of which 
month, have been filed 
States Attorney-General in Washingion, 
D. C., and with the United States Assist 
ant Attorney in New York within the 
week by the Independent Retail Tobac- 
conists’ Association, representing § 1,700 
retail tobacco concerns within the metro- 
politan district, as well as 30,000 to 40,000 
affiliated concerns.

consolidation of the Riker & Hegeman 
Company and the United Cigar Stores 
Company this independent tobacco deal- 
ers’ ssociation, through its counsel, Wil- 
liam H. Hunter, charges the big cigar 
stores combine with attempting monvp- 
oly and operation in restraint of trade, 
in violation of the Sherman law and thie 
New York State anti-trust law. 

In its complaint the Imdependent Re- 
tail Tobacconists’ Association 
that the merger of the Riker & Hegeman 
Company and the United Cigar Stores 
Company would create a combination for 
the monopolization of the trade in the 
tobacco line, if not im the retail drug 
business, to the detriment and destruc- 
tion of all independent dealers This 
complaint also alleges that the American 
fobacco Company refuses to sell its 
products direct to members of the asso- 
ciation, but by agreement disposes of 
them to the United Cigar Stores Com- 
pany of America, which is connected with 
the United Protit Sharing Corporation, 
dealing in coupons and gifts, and likewise 
alleges that in order to obtain the use of 
the profit-sharing coupons of the United 
Protit Sharing Corporation the members 
of the assuciation are compelled to buy 
through the Tobacco Products Company, 
another department of the tobacco 
“trust.” The association further al- 
leges that the United Cigar Stores Com- 
pauy is connected with the United Mer- 
chants Realty Company, the United 
Display Company and the United Chem- 
ists’ Company. This association therefore 
petitions that the contemplated merger 
of these big corporations be prevented, 
and also asks for the dissolution of the 
United Cigar Stores Company of Amer- 
ica.

Aside from developments in the 
Japan-China embroglio, suggestion of 
a more or less complete cutting off o7 
the primary drug markets of China and 
a material curtailment of shipments 
from the Mikado’s empire, together 
with the destruction of the steamship 
Lusitania by German submarines and 
the accompanying indication that 
trans-Atlantic transportation will here- 
after be greatly restricted and subject 
to exorbitant war risk insurance 
charges, there has been little of conse- 
quence affecting the drug market here 
within the week. 

Instead of reflecting the Far Eastern 
complication, however, prices asked for 
spot stocks of such Japanese goods as 
menthol, camphor, agar agar and veg- 
etable wax have been shaded in sev- 
eral instances, as supplies in this mar- 
ket have been more than adequate for 
current requirements, and competition 
among local holders has increased 
greatly. Similarly there has been no 
uplift in prices for such Chinese com- 
modities as anise and cassia oils or 
rhubarb root, as local stocks have 
been ample, but antimony, which is in 
very limited supply here and subject 
to a virtual embargo by Great Britain, 
has been advanced still further of late 
us the prospect for replenishing spot 
goods with shipments from the East 
has been darkened by the warlike 
preparations and talk of an ultimatum 
from Japan to China. Higher prices 
have been named, however, in all offers 
of shipments of new supplies of men- 
thol, camphor, agar agar and anise and 
cassia oils, as well as of antimony 
from Japan and China, and it is pre- 
sumed that the local market for these 
woods will soon sympathize with the 
stiffening markets in these countries 
of production. 

In the continued absence of an active 
demand for opium from domestic con- 
sumers prices of this narcotic have 
been lowered by the leading importers 
again. As foreign competition in the 
marketing of rochelle salts and seidlitz 
mixtures has ceased altogether, domes- 
tic manufacturers have raised their 
prices for these articles to still higher 
levels. Increased cost of production 
has also caused a sharp advance in 
prices named for ethyl and denatured 
alcohol, and there have also been fur- 
ther sharp uplifts in the figures de- 
manded for carbolic acid and all phe- 
nol derivatives, including myrbane oil, 
soda, salicylate, salicylic acid and 
methyl salicylate, as spot stocks have 
become almost depleted. 

Other commodities whose prices have 
been marked up include bromine, hy- 
droquinone, permanganate of potash, 
saccharine, ordinary sassafras. bark, 
East Indian sandalwood oil, Baltimore 
wormseed oil, arnica flowers, gum 
gamboge, cannabis indica tops, corn 
silk, damiana, sage leaves, savory 
leaves, Tinnevelly and whole Alexan- 
dria senna leaves, thyme leaves, uva 
ursi, berberis aquifolium root, bur- 
dock root, German dandelion root, dog- 
grass root, colchicum seed and pimento. 

On the other hand, prices have been 
marked down for codliver oil, nitrate of 
silver, wahoo bark of root, bergamot 
oil, lemongrass oil, South American 
petit grain oil, Hungarian chamomile 
flowers, Curacao aloes in cases, short 
buchu leaves, Russian henbane, alka- 
net root, sarsaparilla root, Levant 
anise seed, natural coriander seed, 
hulled millet seed, yellow German mus- 
tard seed, Turkish poppy seed, No. 1 
Batavia cassia, cinnamon, Zanzibar 
cloves, No. 2 Batavia mace, grinding 
nutmegs and some descriptions of 
black pepper.

ANTIMONY.—In consequence of the 
virtual embargo placed upon _ ship- 
ments of this metal from the Far East 
and from Engiuind by the British Gov- 
ernment, which requires it in gigantic 
quantities in conjunction with lead, in 


the making bullets, a noteworthy 
Scarcity is now reported in this coun- 
try, The glassmakers’ grade and an- 


timony oxide have been raised to 15c., 
and the fine powder needle grade has 
been advanced to 16c. Only light sup- 
plies of the latter description are now 
available here. 

BENZOL.—While a majority of man- 
ufacturers of this hydrocarbon still 
maintain their prices firmly at a mini- 
mum of $1.25 for all descriptions, a 
few makers are now Offering small 
quantities at $1 in drums.

CODLIVER OIL.—With a _ further 
diminution in buying operations of late, 
local holders of this oil have lowered 
their prices again and are now general- 
ly offering most brands at $36 a barrel, 
while asking up to $37 for some brands. 
In a few quarters, however, it is now 
possible to buy moderately of some 
brands at $35. Latest returns on the 
fishing operations and oil yield of Nor- 
way show a catch of 53,350,000 fish for 
all Norway, yielding 37,235 barrels of 
oil, as compared with 63,000,000 fish, 
producing 40,440 barrels of oil for the 
corresponding period of last year. Nor- 
wegian refiners continue to hold their 
1915 oil at $43 f. o. b. Norway, which 
they are still able to obtain from Ger- 
man and other European consumers, 
although the buying movement abroad 
has also undergone a seasonable dimi- 
nution with the advent of warm 
weather. As they are able to secure 
better prices for their oil abroad than 
at home, the Norwegian refiners are 
confining their operations chiefly to Eu- 
rope. 

CUTTLEFISH.—Advices from lLon- 
don state that stocks of the Trieste 
bone in that center are very small and 
are confined to one holder. The local 
market is about as poorly supplied, and 
for such small lots of this bone as are 
still available here local handlers are 
asking 30@32c. French bone is being 
quoted at 18@19c. and jewelers’ large 
and small sizes at 65@70c. and 45@50c. 

EPSOM.—A _ strong undertone per- 
vades the domestic market for this salt, 
which is still strongly held at 1%@2c. 
in barrels. Only very meager lots are 
still offered in bags, but for these the 


quotation remains at 14%@1%c. An ex- 
pected partial replenishing of spot 


stocks with goods from Europe has 
failed to materialize because of the re- 
cent sinking in the North Sea of the 
steamship Greenbrier while on her way 
from Bremen to New York. 

FUSEL OIL.—As foreign-made sup- 
plies are still conspicuous here by 
their absence, domestic distillers con- 
tinue to control the situation, and are 
generally very firm in their views. For 
crude oil, these manufacturers are still 
askink $2.25@2.30 as to amylic alcohol 
content, while for the refined grade 
they continue to quote $2.85@3, and for 
amyl acetate, $2.65. A moderately ac- 
tive demand is still reported. 

GLYCERINE.—The export demand 
has grown to such proportions of late 
as to inspire a sharp advance in both 
crude grades and alyso in the dynamite 
description and, in sympathy with the 
resultant uplift of prices for these va- 
rieties, there has come about a sharp 
advance in the figures asked for the 
chemically pure grade. While it is 
still possible to pick up a few lots of 
C. p. at 19%c. in drums, a majority of 
domestic refiners are now asking 20c. 
for this variety in drums and 2ic.

cans. Dynamite is being quoted at 
19%c. in some quarters, but is more 


generally held at 20c., and the revised 
quotations for the soap lye and sapon-

DRUGS 

Our correspondent in Paris has ad- 
vised us as follows:— 

Paris, April 23, 1915. 

The local market for the saponification grade 
has not changed within the interval, but re- 
mains with a quotation of 150 francs per 100 
kilos, naked, being made by sellers who are in 
a position to offer considerable quantities. Sev- 
eral small lots of spot goods have been sold at 
figures below this level, but these cannot be 
said to have made a market. 

In the soap-lye grade the situation has become 
firmer. Some business has been effected re- 
cently at 120 francs per 100 kilos, naked, but 
there is nothing now available at this figure, 
sellers asking 125 francs per 100 kilos, naked, 
at present for deliveries within the next few 
months. It is considered improbable that this 
price will remain in force long enough to be 
used in actual transactions. 


HYDROQUINONE.—While a _ few 
small lots of this preparation are still 
being offered at $1.90, the figure gen- 
erally asked as a minimum for sizable 
quantities is $2. 

MENTHOL. — Despite the political 
disturbance in the Far East, prices for

spot lots of this commodity have been 
marked down slightly of late, as sup- 
plies here have proved more than ade- 
quate for current requirements, and 
the demand has shown unmistakable 
signs of a seasonable diminution. Al- 
though a majority of local handlers 
continue to ask $2.80 for spot lots of 
this article, a few lots are now being 
offered at $2.75 in cases. Offers for 
shipments from Japan have been ad- 
vanced, however, 50 cents a pound from 
$2.20 to $2.70, and are now generally be- 
ing made on a basis of $2.25, in bond, 
here. 

MYRBANE OIL.—As spot stocks of 
this coal-tar derivative have been re- 
duced to still smaller proportions of 
late, prices have been advanced a 
cent. to 33@35c. 

NAPHTHALINE. — An exceedingly 
strong market continues to be reported 
for this coal-tar derivative, which is 
now being very firmly maintained here 
at 8%@10c. for both balls and flasks. 

NITRATE OF SILVER.—In recogni- 
tion of a slight reduction in the cost 
of bar silver, domestic manufacturers 
of this product have lowered their 
prices a quarter of a cent to 32c. per 
ounce in 500 to 1,000 ounce lots, to 33c. 
in 100 ounce lots and to 34c. in smaller 
quantities down to a single ounce. 

POTASH.—As spot stocks of per- 
manganate have been reduced to very 
light quantities of late, local handlers 
have raised their prices to a minimum 
of 60c. and are generally asking up to 
65c. The cargo, which was expected to 
arrive here on the steamship Green- 


brier, has now been lost through the 
recent sinking of that ship in the 
North Sea while on her way from 


Bremen to New York. Other grades of 
potash remain unchanged. 

QUICKSILVER.—As the manufac- 
turers of this liquid metal have stiff- 
ened their views of late and the sell- 
ing agent has raised his prices to a 
basis of $74 a flask of 75 pounds, in 
100-flask lots, local wholesalers have 
marked their prices up proportionately 
and are now quoting spot stocks at 
$1.15@1.25 per pound in jobbing lots. 

ROCHELLE SALTS. — The recent 
withdrawal of foreign competition has 
enabled domestic manufacturers to ask 
more for their output, and they have 
recently raised their prices a cent and 
a half to 22%c. 

SACCHARIN. — With the develop- 
ment of late of a much more active de- 
mand for this sweetening agent, espe- 
cially from abroad, prices have been 
advanced, with a corresponding dimin- 
ution of spot stocks, to the extent of 
50c., making the revised quotation 
$2.75@3. 

SALOL.—A further advance of 25r. 
has been made in prices for this car- 
bolic acid derivative, in view of the 
increasing scarcity of the commodity 
itself and the basic material, revised 
quotations being $1.75@2 in bulk, $1.90@ 
1.95 in pound bottles, $1.95@2.10 in half- 
pound bottles and $2.10@2.25 in quar- 
ter-pound bottles. Only a very meager 
quantity of this product is now avail- 
able here even at these figures. 

SEIDLITZ MIXTURE. —A_ further 
advance of a cent has been made in 
the prices asked for this article by do- 
mestic manufacturers, with the with- 
drawal of foreign competition, and the 
revised quotation is 18%@19c. 

SODA.—A growing scarcity of ben- 
zoate continues to be noted, accentu- 
ated of late by a seasonable increase in 
the demands of the pickling and pre- 
serving trades. Although many of the 
local handlers are now holding out for 
a minimum of $2, there are still some 
dealers who are quoting this coal-tar 
derivative at $1.85@1.90. Salicylate of 
soda has been advanced still further, 
however, as spot stocks have been re- 
duced close to the vanishing point, and 
there are virtually none available. A 
nominal quotation of $1.70@1.90 is now 
being made for this article. Other 
commodities in the soda list remain 
unchanged. 


TOLUOL.—Although a majority of 
producers of this hydrocarbon are now 
asking a minimum of $5 for all varie- 
ties, a few small lots are being quoted 
in at least one quarter at $4.50.

A statement was made at the last

here, and are being very strongly main- 
tained by New York handlers, as well 
as by the operators in Paris and other 
centers of France. The recent destruc- 
tion of the steamship Lusitania has 
brought vividly before French shippers 
the dangers of attempting new ship- 
ments of these beans to the United 
States and no recession in present 
prices is therefore looked for here. Lo- 
eal holders continue to quote their 
stocks at $2.25@2.50. 

South American beans are. still 
strongly maintained by local handlers 
at $2.50, in consequence of a marked 
searcity of supplies here. 

Tahitis are still strongly held, both 
on the Pacific Coast and here. The 
local market continues bare of the 
white label beans, and holders in this 
center are still asking $1.50@1.60 for 
the green label description. 


ESSENTIAL OILS. 

ALMOND.—A growing shortage of the 
synthetic oil, due to the great scarcity 
of phenol, has brought about a further 
advance in prices named for this com- 
modity. For the technical grade, a 
minimum of $2 is now being asked by 
local handlers, while for the free- 
from-chlorine variety, the quotation 
ranges from $2.25 to $2.75. Several sales 
have recently been made at $2.25 and 
even at $2.50. 


BERGAMOT.—Although a majority 
of local importers continue to ask $3.15 
for their brands of this Messina es- 
sence, a few brands are available here 
at $3.10, although the import cost has 
been raised to $3.25, in consequence of a 
recent stiffening of the primary mar- 
kets in Sicily. 

LEMON.—A slightly stronger under- 
tone pervades the local market, as the 
primary markets in Sicily are mani- 
festing an advancing tendency, with 
a revival of buying operations in these 
centers. Local operators, however, con- 
tinue to offer most brands of this Mes- 
sina essence at $1.10, while holding 
one well known brand at $1.15. 

LEMONGRASS.—A concession of 5c. 
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has been made of late in the prices 
asked for this oil by local holders who 
are now quoting it at 85@90c., as to 
brand and quantity. 

MUSTARD.—The synthetic or arti- 
ficial oil is being very strongly main- 
tained as a result of the greatly in- 
ereased cost of production and the un- 
abated scarcity of phenol. The natural 
description is still being strongly main- 
tained at $5@6, while in very scanty 
supply. 

ORANGE.—Although some offers of 
the sweet Italian oil continue to be 
made at $1.65@1.70, as to brand, a ma- 
jority of local importers are now ask- 
ing $1.75@1.85 for this variety, in rec- 
ognition of a sharp uplift of prices in 
the primary markets of Sicily, where 
renewed buying has inspired an up- 
ward movement. The import cost of 
this oil has therefore been raised to 
$1.75, and this is the inside figure 
named by many local handlers. West 
Indian sweet oil continues to be strong- 
ly maintained at $1.50 and bitter oil at 
$1.75@2. 

PEPPERMINT. — Some local han- 
dlers of this oil are offering their spot 
stocks at $1.65 in bulk, but most local 
holders are now asking and obtaining 
$1.70@1.80 in tins. The undertone of the 
local market is being kept very strong 
by the action of the Western growers 
and distillers in withholding as much 
as possible of the 1914 crop oil. For 
the only brand prepared in bottles, lo- 
cal dealers are still asking $2.45@2.50. 

PETIT GRAIN.—The South Ameri- 
can grade has been offered down to the 
extent of 25c., and is now quoted at 
$3@3.25, the demand has diminished of 
late and stocks have been permitted to 
accumulate considerably. The French 
description continues at $7@7.25. 

SANDALWOOD. — A noteworthy 
scarcity of the East Indian oil, due to 
the difficulties of securing new sup- 
plies of both wood and oil, and the rel- 
atively high cost of the wood have 
combined to bring about a sharp ad- 
vance in prices named for this com- 
modity, which is being generally well 
maintained at a minimum of $5.50, 
though occasionally offered in very 
small lots at $5.25. In some quarters 
up to $5.75 is now being asked. West 
Indian oil, however, is still offered at 
$1.25@1.30. 

WINTERGREEN.—The synthetic oil, 
or methyl salicylate, is strongly held 
at $1.40@1.50, as spot stocks have been 
still further reduced of late, without 
much hope of a speedy replenishing. 
Sweet birch oil continues to be quoted 
at $2.25@2.35, and the genuine leaf oil, 
or gaultheria, at $4.15@4.25. 

WORMSEED. — With a_e growing 
searcity of this oil, prices have been 
raised 25c. to $2@2.20 within the week. 

WORMWOOD.—Only a light demand 
is noted for this oil and local holders 
are generally offering it at $2.20@2.25. 





FLOWERS. 
ARNICA.—A great scarcity of these 
flowers is now reported and local hold- 
ers are asking a minimum of 20c. for 
the meager stocks in their hands, 
while quoting up to 25c. in some in- 
stances. Sales were made early in the 
week at 18@19c., but no goods are now 

available at less than 20c. 


CHAMOMILE. — Hungarian flowe. 
are now being offered at 37@38c., as the 
demand has fallen off of late, but the 
Roman or Belgian flowers continue to 
be maintained at 38@40c. A consid- 
erable quantity of the Hungarian 
flowers has been tied up indefinitely 
with the seizure of the steamship 
Ageechee by the British and the taking 
of that ship to Sharpness, England, 
while she was on her way from Bremen 
to New York. 

MEDICINAL AND OTHER GUMS, 

ALOES.—Curacao gum in cases is 
now being offered at 12c. in some 
quarters of the local market, though 
still quoted at 138c. in other directions. 
Other descriptions of this gum remain 
unchanged. 

CAMPHOR.—A. much stronger un- 
dertone has developed in the market 
for Japanese refined gum, in conse- 
quence of a greatly increased inquiry 
from England and also from domestic 
consumers, as well as because of the 
prospect for some curtailment of ship- 
ments in the event of further unfavor- 
able developments in the Japan-China 
embroglio. Latest advices from T.on- 
don tell of an import cost from Japan 
equivalent to 4344,@44c., c. i. f., for two- 
and-a-half pound slabs, and news from 
Kobe states that the production of the 
refined gum in Japan has been sold 
well ahead. In commenting in the 
May 3 issue of the Reporter upon the 
recent heavy purchases of gum by 
American refiners, the quantity thus 
bought was inadvertently described as 
crude gum. This should have read that 
“Leading American manufacturing in- 
terests, with European affiliations, 
have recently entered the Japanese 
market and have contracted for 500,000 
pounds of refined gum for shipments 
from June to November.” As_ spot 
stocks of the refined Japanese grade 
have continued adequate for current re- 
quirements, there has been no reflec- 
tion to date of the political upheaval 
in the Far East, and local handlers 
continue to offer the two-and-a-half 
pound slabs at 40%c. Domestic refin- 
ers are still quoting their output on a 
bulk basis of 41c. 


GAMBOGE.—A recent further re- 
duction of spot stocks of this gum has 
brought about another advance in 
prices asked for them to 65@67%c. for 
the pipe grade and to 67%@70c. for the 
broken description. 


HERBS AND LEAVES. 


BUCHU.—As the demand for the 
short leaves has diminished of late, 
prices have been shaded to the extent 
of 5c., and spot stocks are being of- 
fered in some quarters at $1.30@1.40. 
The long leaves continue to be quoted 
at $1.25@1.30. 

CANNABIS INDICA.—As spot stocks 
have been lowered to very meager pro- 
portions, local holders are now asking 
a minimum of $1.80 for genuine East 
Indian tips, while quoting up to $1.85 
in some quarters. 

CORN SILK.—Greatly diminished 
supplies and the impracticability of re- 
plenishing spot stocks of this commod- 
ity have combined to advance prices to 
11@12c. 

DAMIANA.—A _ growing scarcity of

It is too early to deter- 
mine what results may be expected 
in the fishing season and the market 
for fish scrap is nominal Nothing new 
has developed in the market for potash 
salts, but call for muriate has been 
slow and prices are reported to have 
gone in buyers’ favor, even though no 
further stocks from Germany are ex- 
pected right away.

NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS. 

DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE. 
Very quiet conditions are reported in 
the market for dried blood and tank- 
age. Only moderate amounts are in 
demand for prompt delivery and fu- 
tures are almost neglected. Reports 
from leading producing points show 
a dull market in all positions and un- 
der this influence it is difficult to hold 
prices on a steady basis. Chicago 
quotes dried blood at $2.47% and high 
grade tankage at $2.27% The New 
York market is in line with Chicago 
with the difference represented by 
transportation rates between the two 
points. 

FISH SCRAP.—The season is still 
too far removed to make it clear what 
results are probable and scrap remains 
in a nominal position. From the plans 
which are being made for the fishing 
season it is evident that run of fish 
will be the determining factor on pro- 
duction and consequently on prices, 
for the number of vessels engaged 
will admit of a large catch under fav- 
orable conditions. There is nothing 
definite upon which to base an opin 
jon regarding the season and this con- 
dition will continue for some weeks. 
Imports of guano were noted this week 
at the local port. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA. — De- 
mand for sulphate of ammonia is slow 
at present and the market is without 
special feature. Values have shown 
a tendency to recede under the slow 
buying movement and with the buy- 
ing season in the fertilizer trade pretty 
well over the indications do not favor 
a strong market in nearby positions 
Domestic producers have been making 
deliveries against old orders, but of- 
ferings of domestic grades are on the 
market and there is no scarcity of 
supplies for the spot market. The re- 
strictions placed upon exports from 
Great Britain have had no effect on the 
market here and no difficulty is ex- 
pected in obtaining foreign stocks as 
i result of the recent ruling.
